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Will consider other cuts May 5 


School board votes to layoff 49 teachers

The Romulus school hoard 
Monday night axed 49 teachers and 
tabled other action until a special 
session May 5. 

Further cuts in administrators 
and programs, including elimination 
of the entire athletic program in 
secondary schools will be discussed 
at the special meeting Six teachers 
are on temporary contracts which 
would expire at the end of the year 

Monday night s action will save 
the school district nearly a half 
million dollars, said Interim School 
Supt Marvin Fischer. Should the 
school board approve Fischer’s 
proposed cuts at the May 5 session. 


the total would reach $1,183,000, he 
said 

Fischer said the board tabled 
action on the remainder of his 
proposed cutbacks because it 
wanted more time to study and 
review them. 

The school board room was 
jammed with administrators, 
teachers and parents, 

“The cuts proposed are in line 
with decreased revenues and an- 
ticipated loss of students. The board 
Monday night found it difficult to 
deal with the massive cuts 
recommended." he explained. 

Fischer said the 6-week teacher 
strike and other matters kept the 
board from being able to study his 
recommendations and make 
decisions Monday night on the entire 
list of cutbacks 


“The proposed cuts are minimal 
in keeping the school district in 
operating order," Fischer con- 
tended 

Chris Powers, district director of 
the Wayne County MEA-NEA 
i Romulus), said that the boards 
actions Monday night left her with 
mixed and angry feelings. 

"I felt that I was being 
discriminated against, not only as a 
representative of the union, but as 
an 11 -year teacher in this school 
system I grew up in Romulus, and I 
felt that the question I raised and the 
questions I was about to raise to the 
board were abruptly brought to a 
halt because they, the board, didn’t 
want to talk about it." 

Ms Powers addressed the board 
during the “Communications from 
the Public" segment of the meeting

Five Community Conference Board 
voted to ask a private consultant to 
evaluate proposals sent in by three 
cable TV companies. 

Western Five is a consortium 
representing the townships of Van 
Buren. Sumpter and Huron and the 
cities of Belleville and Romulus. 

A motion made by Belleville 
Mayor Justin Emerson and 
seconded by Shirley Sulkcy, 
representing Sumpter Township 
Supervisor Robert K Demski, will 
eventually have Harold Horn, 
executive director of Cable 
Television Information Center, 
Washington, D.C., make the 
evaluation. The Washington firm is 
a private, non-profit organization 
which the Western Five board felt 
would be unbiased in its conclusions. 

Prior to seeking the evaluation 
from Horn, Henry Redman. Western 
Five director, will contact Westland 
Mayor Thomas Taylor, for his 
opinion of how much cost is in- 
volved Taylor, now in the midst of 
setting up a complex cable TV 
system in his community, was felt to 
have more experience in the field 
than anyone on the Western Five 
board. 

If costs cited by Horn are deemed 
reasonable by the board, his con- 
clusions will be taken by board 
members back to their respective 
councils and township boards for 
study 

Before Horn's evaluation is taken 
to boards and councils, the bidding 
cable TV firms will be asked to 
share equally in the total cost of his 
fee 

Should they not w'ish to pay for his 


consultation lee, the Western Five 
board agreed it would have to 
evaluate the three proposals on its 
own. 

Western Five is pursuing a 
package installation for its five 
member communities instead of 
each going it alone. The board 
believes a better franchise 
agreement can be worked out 
together than individually, in view' of 
sparsely populated Sumpter and 
Huron townships possibly being 
viewed as a negative factor by cable 
TV firms 

I^ter down the line, one or more 
public hearings of all five govern- 
mental bodies, with all three cable 
TV companies present to answer 
questions, is being eved by Western 
Five. 

Replying to advertisements for 
bids for installation of cable TV in all 
five communities were United Cable 
of Englewood. Colo.; Comcast, 
located in Pennsylvania; and 
Omnicom of Plymouth, Mich

and was permitted to ask one 
question before the board informed 
her. she said, that she was out of 
order 

Ms. Powers said she had some 
concerns about the board’s an- 
nouncement that the schools woiild 
not make up the days lost by the 
recent strike. 

“The board did tell us that they 
wouldn’t schedule school for 
Saturdays, and they offered finances 
as their reason," Ms. Powers said. 

That means our students would not 
get in their 180 days 

“1 asked them (the board) how 
much money would they actually be 
saving, if they wouldn’t hold 
Saturday classes." Ms. Powers 
continued, “and one of the trustees 
cut me off 

“The board also discussed the 
elimination of the athletic program 
next fall and said that there would be 
a lot of other programs eliminated 
because of finances." Ms. Powers 
added 

Commenting on charges by 


Powers that she was cut off during 
her talk to the board, Fischer said 
“I was absent during the lime she 
spoke, but it was my understanding 
that she wanted to be put on the 
agenda What she should have done 
was ask to speak to specific agenda 
items when they came up for 
discussion." 

The superintendent said he was 
told Powers was cut off during the 
audience discussion portion of the 
board meeting because she was 
taking too long and depriving others 
who wanted to speak 

Fischer said Powers then asked to 
be put on the agenda, but w'as told by 
Chairman Wayne Avery that the 
agenda was complete and had 
already been approved 

“1 think it was a misun- 
derstanding," said Fischer. "She 
should have merely asked to be 
allowed to speak to certain agenda 
items when they came up. At that 
time she would have been called 
upon "

State funding needed 


to keep boy in school 


If 15-year-old Curtis Moir is to 
remain at the Boston School for the 
Blind, the State of Michigan will 
have to come up with financial help. 

“t received a telephone call from 
school authorities in Boston," said 
Mrs. Doris Moir. a Romulus mother 
of three whose son, Curtis, is deaf 
and blind "and they informed us 
that they (school authorities) would 
be w illing to keep Curtis, if Michigan 
would finance his stay." 

Mrs. Moir anil her husband, 
Sherman, an unemployed painter, 
took their son to Boston because 
state facilities here were not helping 
him. they said 

I’m a greedy mother," Mrs. Moir 
said “I want to have the boy here, 
rear me, where I can see him every 
day. However, he was not 
progressing in the institutions we 
had him in here 

“In Boston. I’ve talked to the 
school teachers, and they have told 
n\c he’s making wonderful 
progress,” Mrs. Moir added. "How 
can I. as a mother bring him back 
from a place where I know he’s 
doing well? 

“It would be frustrating for him," 
Mrs. Moir continued. “It’s like a 
dream come true there for him 
Everything there — the building, the 
facilities — are geared for the deaf 
and the blind. 

“Everything has a purpose, and 
I’m afraid to think what would 
happen if my son was ordered to 
come back." 

The Moirs admitted that they had 
lied to get Curtis enrolled in the 
Boston school. They told school 
authorities that they had intended to 
move to the State of Massachusetts. 
The Romulus couple also have two 
other children Both suffer from 


illnesses. Timothy, 16, suffers from 
dyslexia, an affliction which causes 
him to see objects invertly, while 
Keith. 14. has both kidneys on his 
right side. 

School authorities in Boston 
learned that the Moirs didn’t intend 
to make the move to their state and 


have informed them of the con- 
sequences. 

“If the State of Michigan doesn’t 
help with the finances, then we 
would have to go and bring Curtis 
hack." Mrs Moir said. She added 
that she is petitioning local and state 
departments for aid.

Canton opts for PIC 
to utilize CETA funds 


Canton officials feel they can get 
hotter use of federal CETA funds 
and better administrative ef- 
ficiencies by working with Wayne 
County 

CETA i Comprehensive Em 
ployment and Training Act) 
programs provide federal money to 
train and use workers by the local 
governmental unit Canton only last 
month passed a resolution to form 
a CETA consortium with Plymouth, 
Plymouth Township. Norlhville and 
Northville Tow nship 

However. Terry Carroll Canton 
grants coordinator, told the trustee 
hoard Tuesday night that the 
consortium was "unworkable for 
several reasons' . .although he did 
not list what they were 

Carroll advised Canton Township 
to join the Private Industry Cor- 
poration of Wayne County for the 
purpose of achieving a 50.000 
threshhold population figure to 
qualify for CETA programs 

"As you will remember, last 
month the hoard passed a resolution 
to join the cities and townships of 
Plymouth and Norlhville for the 
same purpose." Carroll told the 
board After * several meetings, 
which the Supervisor (Noel 
Culbert) and I attended with the 
above-mentioned communities, it 
became apparent that such a 
consortium was unworkable for 
several reasons. After an analysis 
of our options were approached the 
Private Industry Corporation to 
allow us to join them in their at- 
tempt to put together enough 
communities to reach bhe 50,000 
number." 

Carroll said the Private Industry 
Corporation is the organization 
which receives CETA Title VII 
private sector funds for the County 
of Wayne It operates in- 
dependently from Wayne County 
Office of Manpower 

"They will allow us to file under 
their private non-private structure 
for CETA Program Agent Status 
for two public service employment 
programs under Titles II-D and VI. 

“They also will establish a 
control board for our program 
which will be comprised of one 
delegate from each Program Agent 
member community. It is my 
recommendation that we proceed 
with the Private Industry Cor- 
poration." 

Carroll added that it might 
require the board to rescind their 
previous resolution to join with

their four neighboring communities 
to the north 

The resolution passed Tuesday 
night read, in part: “Whereas 
Wayne County, by letter of Feb. 13, 
1980 distributed by Wayne County 
Office of Manpower has en 
couraged such joint action b> 
governmental jurisdictions within 
Wavne County, and Whereas better 
utilization of available funds and 
some administrative efficiencies 
would be gained by such action; 

“Therefore be it resolved that the 
Charter Township of Canton wishes 
to join with other jurisdictions in 
Wayne County in a joint application 
for recognition by the US. 


Department of Labor as a Program 
Agent and such other joint actions 
as may be necessary to effectuate 
such status/’ 

'The resolution, unanimously 
passed by the trustee board, 
designated the Private Industry 
Corporation in Wayne County as its 
administrative agent to take those 
actions necessary to achieve the 
purpose of the resolution 
Carroll said Canton’s par 
ticipation in the CETA program 
with Wayne County would increase 
the township's funding level by 
nearly 43 percent

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Clerk tells council 


Police 


services to continue through May 6 


Romulus residents can be certain 
ot one thing — they will have police 
protection provided by the Wayne 
County Sheriffs Department until 
May 6 

At last week’s City Council 
session. Clerk Leonard J Folmar 
presented copies of correspondence 
from the county indicating that the 
Board of Commissioners had ap- 
proved budgetary funds for local 
police patrol until that date 

Police protection until May 6 also 
was approved for Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport by the county 
board, according to the resolution 
passed by that body in early March. 

The resolution stated that Mayor 
William M. Oakley had indicated by 
letter that Romuius was willing to 
negotiate a new contract for police 
services with the county and to 
resolve any differences between the 
city and county on past due 
payments for those police services. 


The resolution also stated that 
Romulus had indicated it will pay 
$142,645 per month to the county for 
police services provided by the 
Sheriffs Department. And. should 
the exact amount per month be 
determined as more, the city will 
pay the additional amount If less, 
the city will be credited with the 
difference, the resolution stated 

The city and county have been 
squabbling for several months over 
a new contract and costs associated 
with it, in addition to a disagreement 
over how much money was owed by 
the city for past police protection 
services 

The mayor had insisted that the 
county had not provided Romulus 
with an itemized and documented 
account of police services for w hich 
the city was being charged 

Folmar’s presentation of the 
correspondence was accepted by 
council and no action was taken 


In other business the council 
accepted a letter from Col. Gerald L 
Hough, director of the State 
Department of State Police, to 
Folmar, stating that freeway patrols 
by State Troopers most likely will be 
restored when funding permits; and 
accepted a letter to the clerk from 
State Rep Gary M. Owen thanking 
him for sending a letter to Gov. 
William Milliken on freeway patrol 


by State Police and pledging his 
support in reinstatement of budget 
cuts paying for those services. 

The council Also accepted a 
memorandum from Patrick Hogan, 
community development director 
for the city, telling of a freeze or- 
dered by President Jimmy Carter on 
all 1979-80 and 1980-81 land and water 
projects The freeze stops any action 
now on grant applications for tennis 


courts at Henry Ruff Park and pre- 
applications for grants for ex- 
pansion of that park, possible 
purchase by the city of Shady Hollow 
Golf Course and development of 
Cypress Park 

The council also accepted a letter 
from Bill Simonds, president of the 
Romulus Central Businessmen’s 
District Association, requesting 
money from sale of the Romulus 


Neighborhood Center to be used to 
improve the corner of Wayne and 
Goddard roads as part of the 
revitalization of the downtown 
business district, accepted a letter 
from Coby Lacky of Harround Park- 
way. urging that the motorcycle 
trail between Van Born and 
Merriman roads — closed by the city 
due to vandalism and threats by 
cyclists — be re-opened 
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'Down on the farm... ' 


Extension Service ready for new 'home '

Fifteen years ago. Wayne County 
government set aside 26 acres of 
land in Wayne on the west side of 
Venoy Road north of Van Born, and 
talked about ’’some day” building a 
center for the Wayne County Ex- 
tension Service there 

Don Juchartz had. at that time, 
been director of the extension ser- 
vice for a mere three years. He 
spent the next 13 years waiting for 
funding that never came for the 
facility. Until two years ago. when 
Wayne County was awarded a 
fedq^al Local Public Works 
allocation. 

The cooperative extension project 


was No. 1 on the capital im- 
provements list. Going one step 
further, it was decided to join the 
extension service center with a 
construction project for the county 
school district The result was a $4.7 
million grant to build the center that 
is now touted as 'one of a kind” in 
the country 

Juchartz obviously is very proud 
of the place as he guides visitors 
through the 40,000 square-foot 
building that is finished but barely 
furnished, that still has boxes of 
paperwork stacked on the floor and 
still has cans of paint scattered 
about and some of the ceilings not 
quite in place But on a tour through 
the grounds outdoors, his eyes shine

Intermediate School District can use in teaching city kids 
and adults about horticulture, agriculture, animals, and 
more. The land was set aside for the center back in 1965. 
and since then Juchartz, director of the extension service, 
has been dreaming of the day it would open. And that’s 
wh> lie's smiling now .

with the prospect of what the center 
will someday be 

“This center has unlimited 
potential, so much so, that w f e don't 
even know yet the extent of what we 
can do with it.” he says. "Together 
‘with the county school district) we 
have opportunities no one else 
does ” 

Before the center even opened, at 
least 50 visitors from throughout the 
state and county have come to look it 
over, seeing it as a model project 
The grounds contain a huge barn 
with bleachers and indoor arena, 
100-year-old windmill, large 
greenhouse for growing crops, small 
greenhouse attached to the office 
building for smaller ex- 
perimentation and demonstration, 
an outdoor pen area where animals 
brought in for shows will be kept, 
two attractive ponds where fish will 
be farmed, a picturesque gazebo, 
centrally located information 
station where guides will be 
stationed, a "farm house,” and lots 
of asphalt walkways winding 
through the whole thing 
In a time when Wayne County 
citizens generally don’t see much 
about county bureaucracy, 
government or programs that they 
like, the extension and education 
center w ill likely be a "showplace” 
of pride for the county. Juchartz 
concedes. 

He’s still a bit worried about 
staffing it — his staff will not 
necessarily increase to run the 
place, given the economic troubles 
of the county Already he’s depen- 
ding on a federally funded job 
program to hire young people to 
landscape it 

But, he added, not one tree, not 
one bush, not one blade of grass w ill 
lx* planted without an "audience.” 
He refers over and over to the center 
as a place of education, and it will be 
that from the start. 

"Everything we do in the center is 
for an educational purpose Every 
time we plant a tree, we’ll hold a 

tree planting demonstration, every 
time we plant a bulb, we ll hold a 
demonstration " 

The county extension service 
serves the public in four major 
areas, Juchartz explained, 
agriculture. 4-H Youth, family living 
and education, and natural 
resources and public policy. Each of 
those "subjects" has a certain office 
area and demonstration areas inside 
the new building, along the wing set 
aside for the extension service. The 
other. 2-story wing contains offices 
of the Wayne County Intermediate 
School District, whose main building 
is light next door to the new' center 
Connecting the two wings is a lobby 
area and 250-seat auditorium, which 
is "already scheduled like you 
wouldn't believe." 

The two county organizations are 
just now getting their staffs into the 
building, and haven't even begun to 
realize the ways they can work 
together to provide educational 
experiences for people from all over 
the county. Juchartz said 
The extension offices for the 
public are all located off one main 
hii II. designed that way purposely so 
people visiting one counter can see 
the other services there that are 
offered. Juchartz explained Tucked 
away along side corridors away 
from the public areas are the 
printing and mailing rooms, com 
filter room, kitchen area for em- 
ployees, shipping dock and such 
once the visitor gets outside, the 
real tour begins The most eye- 
catching feature and focal point is 
the windmill, built in 1850 and 
donated to the center by Mr and 
Mrs Harmon Beaty Sr of Hartland 
Township Inside it is a well, where 
visitors will be able to stop for a 
drink 

The huge barn, w hich measures 62 
feel high, contains bleachers that 
will I it 336 people, and an earth floor 
arena, where animal shows can be 
held Off the barn (which, by the 
way. has a hayloft, of course > is a 
large holding pen w here animals can 
he kept for a da> 


Attached to the barn in the other 
direction is a large greenhouse, 
where crops, such as wheat and 
soybeans, will be grown 

"It ’s amazing how many kids have 
never seen an ear of wheat,” 
Juchartz said "We ll be educating a 
whole generation with the hands on 
experience of coming through here 
and seeing and touching these 
crops ” 

Schools from throughout Wayne 
County will be taking advantage of 
the center, bringing about 60, 000 
through each year. Also, outdoor 
crops will be grown, and farmers 
will be able to come in and work with 
extension people on crop-growing 
techniques There will be a farm 
manager, and. because there will be 
times when animals might be on the 
grounds, will be accommodations 
for a live-in manager in the "farm 
house,” 

Next to the farm house is another 
demonstration area, divided into 
lour quadrants, where gardens will 
be planted

Juchartz is trying to resist the 
nickname that already has been 
attached to the center — people have 
been calling it "the farm” since the 
groundbreaking two years ago. He’d 
like to have it called the "extension 
and education center.” but he 
concedes that he probably won’t win 
the battle of names. 

The grounds of the "farm" are 
now either grass or soil covered, but 
as Juchartz walks through the 
asphalted lanes, he explains that 
virtually every inch of land has the 
potential to be used as a demon- 
stration site — garden vegetables 
here, a rose garden, soybeans, 
wheat 

The whole purpose is to show 
visitors "how to do it.” so they can 
go home and plant their own 
vegetable gardens, trees and 
flowers. 

The ponds, dug for the purposes ol 
soil erosion and sedimentation 
ck*monstration and to demonstrate 
fish farming techniques, is a lovely 
sight in the center of the property.

Hostages at United Methodist

me all I he pastoral abilities and 
skills I could muster It was an 
extremely emotional scene 

We did most ol the services in 
small groups two three, or four 
And so we had to do seven or eight 
dfferent services, all of ap- 
proximately 35 or 40 minules long 
“They were very, very glad to see 
it, and appreciative ol our coming 
and being with them Consequently, 
this w as a rewarding experience for 
me We did a lot of hugging, a lot of 
kissing, a lot of crying, and a lot of 
laughing and sharing with each 
other 

I was genuinely impressed with 
the character of I heir spirits under 
such adverse circumstances.” he 
added “Many ol (hem confessed to 
lls a grow ing religious strength since 
I hey have been in captivity, and they 
have had many significant religious 
experiences during I heir time in 
captivity. 

Really, were it not for I he grace 
ol God as revealed lo them in this 
experience they would not have been 
able to make it 

"So I think it is clear that God 
somehow has amazing power that 
can be manifest best seemingly in 
trying situations “ 

They do want to come home. very 
badly, he added, saying they do not 
many way seem lo lx* taking on the 
values of their captors 
"They are still American, and lo 
me they didn’t seem lo have been 
brainwashed. They spoke relatively 
Ireely with us about all issues. 

"Wo were asked nol to speak with 
them about political issues ” 

Rev Brown went on to say that 
"our church, though it has not fully 
lived up to its commitment, has 
always claimed lo be an inclusive 
church Therefore, all races and all 


ethnic groups are important and are 
seen as primarily Ihe church's 
responsibility And this really came 
lo bear in our trip 
“The Iranian people feel very 
oppressed They have suffered 
under years of insensitive govern- 
ment and rules of oppressive die 
lators They then readily identify 
with other oppressed minorities or 
majorities of the world Their 
reception ol me as an oppressed 
black |K*rson was more than warm 
and more than welcome, and I 
sensed over and over again the 
particular kind of relationship with 
them particularly the students. 


because of this I’m American. I 
don't want lo mislead you. I m proud 
to be an American and African 
American 

"There is only one black in cap- 
tivity al this time I had the privilege 
to meet with him and talk with him 
and share with him The point I’m 
trying to make is. 1 think the 
students and the people of Iran sense 
a genuine character in this church, 
the United Methodist Church I think 
we need lo he proud of that, and I 
think we need to build on that, and I 
think we need to move forward with 
our involvement in the solving of this 
verv serious international crisis.”

The dog will aid his handler 
in the tracking of suspects from the 
scenes ol crimes and also to track 
them back to those scenes should 
suspec ts be discovered in the area of 
a crime The dog also w dl be able to 
locate children who have wandered 
from their homes ” 

Cox said additional protection 
would be afforded police officers, 
predominately from a psychological 
point of view of the defendants- 
suspects. 

“The dog will be trained to protect 
Ins handler and the handler’s car.” 

Steve Keleman. a trainer of police 
tracking dogs, made a short 
presentation for the trustee board 
Thesdav night 

‘ Love and affection rather than 
hate and violence are used in 
training the dogs.” said Keleman, 
who has volunteered to train police 
officers free of charge to handle the 
dogs 

Also, two police officers, from an 
original list of eight prospects, have 
Ivon selected to be trained to handle 
the dogs and have the canines 
Income their on-the-job partners. 
Keleman said the dogs would live 
with the police officer and “double” 
as a partner and family dog He said 
the atmosphere of the home would 
aid the dog in its all-around attitude. 

Keleman used his German 
Shepherd dog, Chris, for the 


demonstration Tuesday night, 
show ing the hoard and audience how 
tlie dog obeys commands to heel, 
start, stop and protect him. Using 
Oiiel Cox as a helper. Keleman had 
Cox pretend to put up his fists and 
take a swing at him 

One command word from 
Keleman and the dog barked fier- 
cely and leaped at Cox. However, 
Keieman had the dog on a leash and 
pulled him back When Keleman 
said. Friend.” the dog approached 
Cox in a congenial manner, and even 
kept walking back to Mrs Keleman 
in the third row where the dog had 
been sitting before the demon- 
stration 

The trustee board was impressed 
not only w ith the demonstration, but 
with the low cost of adding canines 
to the police force 

The proposal is not an expensive 
one.” Cox said "We would be get- 
ting the services of Mr. Keleman 
without charge. The cost of pur- 
chasing an untrained dog, bred for 
such purposes is $350, if they are 
available, higher if the breed line is 
unavailable,” 

Cox said some hardware, like a 
cage. leather harness and 
veterinarian examination at 
Michigan State University amounts 
to another $300 The Police Chief 
proposed paying the police officer, 
with whom the dog would live, a flat 
tec 1 of S250 per year for food, medical 
expenses and other needs. 

“Therefore, the first year ex- 
- peruses would be less than $1,000 Der 
dog. and $250 per year after that.” 
Cox pointed out. - 

Trustee Robert Greenstein 
commended Cox for recommending 
the program But Cox candidly 
admitted that he was a little dubious 
•»f the canine program at first 
himself However, after studying the 
of dogs by police departments in 
other areas, he was convinced of 
their usefulness. 

• The adoption of trained dogs for 
police work does not depend upon 
the size of the department, but upon 
prevailing police problems,” Cox 
said The chief said the types of

support of CUFA 


Members of the Wayne County 
Human Resources Committee, 
chaired by Commissioner Martha G.

(DCO group has been named 
executive director of CUFA. David 
Copeland, administrative assistant 
to the mayor of River Rouge, w ill 
become chairman of the CUFA 
Board of Directors, replacing 
William McGill The program 
planner is Lois Mayfield, former 
board chairman of the Community 
Service Agency for Washtenaw 
County ; and Carrie Phillips, a public 


accountant, will assume the duties 
as head fiscal officer. 

CUFA. a non-profit corporation, 
designed to coordinate programs for 
disadvantaged persons, has a 36- 
member Board of Directors com- 
posed of 12 public elected officials, 
eight from business, and 16 
representing disadvantaged persons 
from various county communities. It 
is federally funded 
Under questioning by Com- 
missioners Mary E. Dumas of 
Livonia and R William Joyner of 
Plymouth. Ms. Arter said she ex- 
pects to enlarge CUFA to encompass

Brown bill offers 
low interest loans 
for grain farmers 


Stale Rep Thomas Brown <D-37th 
District) has introduced legislation 
to make low interest state loans 
available to Michigan farmers who 
suffer financial losses because of the 
federal embargo on grain shipments 
to Russia 

The bill would offer as much as $6 
million in relief to Michigan grain 
producers The legislation would 
create a state embargo loan com- 
mission. which would process the 
loans Interest on the loans would be 
no more than 7 percent, with no 
interest assessed for the first year of 
Nie loan 

"Michigan is a major grain 
producing state, and it has been hurt 
by the embargo.” Brown said It 
not only hurts grain producers, but 
also our entire economy. Grain 
producers have been hurt, and 
seriously so They need help, and 
they need it now 

The embargo was instituted as a 
protest against Soviet military in- 


volvement in Afghanistan 
“While there is merit to this 
means of economic protest,” Brow n 
said, the fact remains that it has 
been damaging to U S grain 
producers, including those in 
Michigan They should not have to 
lx* the ones that suffer because of it 
The embargo has cut off a major 
export market. I feel that we in 
Michigan should do something to 
protect our farmers against 
financial disaster ” 

The bill would create law that 
would expire at the end of 1986 . or 
when the last loan is repaid in full. 

“This is a comparatively short 
term law which would meet the 
immediate and serious needs of a 
vital segment ol our population.” 
Brown said “Michigan needs its 
grain producers It would be in no 
ixie's interest to allow them to fall 
into financial ruin because of the 
embargo We need them, and they 
need our help ”

A lesson in anarchy 


Canonical in nature and subject, city and township board 
meetings usually are excellent examples of democracy in action 
and at work. 

The attentiveness and controlled matter with which most 
trustees and city officials go about their work — work that deals 
with finances, administration, services to the public, complaints 
— you name it — is a tribute to the system. 

There are good men in elected offices. There are good ad- 
ministrators. If this not be the “norm,” we would have bedlam in 
our cities and townships. 

Unfortunately, there are also exceptions. Sumpter. 

In our opinion, Sumpter Township board meetings exemplify 
and personify how NOT to run a public meeting 
Witness last week’s session when several vociferous and 
outraged members of the audience turned it into a fiasco during 
discussion of proposed expansion and dumping of sewage sludge 
at City Sand and Landfill. 

Disregarding admonitions by Sup. Robert K. Demski, some 
members of the audience shouted warnings, made threats, and 
refused to acknowledge being out of order. 

Two Sumpter Township police officers were called to the 
meeting room, but with no direction from the chair, did little 
more than make their presence known. 

Board Chairman Demski, in his apparent quest to be a “nice 
guy” to everyone on the board and in the audience, actually 
relegated Roberts Rules of Order and parliamentary procedure 
to the waste basket. 

“I didn't think discussion on the landfill would be brought up,” 
Demski later said. He admitted he could not control Trustee John 
•Morgan, who kept up a ceaseless volley of accusations and 
charges against the landfill operation. 

Morgan’s inflammatory remarks egged on several members of 
the audience and kept them at a fever pitch during most of the 
discussion on the landfill. We question Morgan’s method of 
“driving home a point.” 

Demski indicated he will have police officers stationed on duty 
during those township board meetings when trouble is an- 
ticipated. He said trouble makers and those who refuse his 
warnings will be ejected from the premises. 

If Demski is able tocarry out his intentions, we will back him to 
the hilt. For too long, rabble rousers and trouble makers have 
disturbed and handcuffed township proceedings. 

Several residents called the township hall on the following day 
to rap Demski for his chairing of the meeting that was an em- 
barrassment to the democratic process. 

Township board sessions have had such occurrences; last 
week’s was the worst. A small minority of blacks is being blamed 
for most of the bickering and squabbling, with some blacks 
pouring out their wTath on their own black board members. 

But, no fight is without two sides and some members of the 
white community also share in the blame for the volatile 
situation. 

We call upon the township supervisor and the rest of the 
township board to keep the best interests of their constituents 
foremost in mind. 

We call upon the law-abiding residents of the township to let 
their township board know of their feelings and to insist upon 
prdper decorum at these public sessions. 

Trustee Terry Williams is to be commended. 

Outshouted by audience members, Williams was firm in his 
declaration that the township board is solely responsible for 
whatever action is taken Not the audience. 

We feel that a reshuffling of attitudes and objectives by the 
Sumpter Township Board, is long overdue.

Ode to Poland

May 3rd commemorates one of the world s great documents of freedom - 
the Polish Constitution The Constitution was drawn up in the year 1791. It is 
one of the oldest and finest documents of its kind 

Like the Magna Carta, the Declaration of Rights of Man. and the 
American Declaration of Independence, it was a masterpiece of ideals and 
ideas, dedicated to liberty. 

It originated in the soul and proclaimed: “All power in civil society is 
derived from the will of the people”. 

Since 1573 Poland has religious toleration 

The Constitution related this principle as follows: “For us the same sacred 
faith enjoins us to love our neighbors, therefore, we should guarantee to all 
people peace in the faith and government protection, and therefore, freedom 
to all rites and religions in the Polish land according to the county’s laws”. 

Liberty lovers in England and France were loud in their praise of Poland s 
new decree. Sweden, Holland and the Pope sent messages of best wishes. 

As a result of the adoption of this constitution, the state system of Poland 
took a form different from that of other neighboring nations. Poland having 
a government based on common liberty, found herself surrounded by 
nations governed by absolute monarchs For the last two centuries Poland 
has been partitioned four times - ravaged, despoiled, persecuted and en- 
slaved by greedy politicians. 

No nation can suffer as has Poland without leaving a deep scar. National 
honor, integrity and patriotism are dear to every Pole after two centuries of 
suffering. 

Two hundred years of Polish tears, prayers and songs of sorrow' have left 
deep imprints of memory For two centuries Polish women and children 
were oppressed and enslaved, while Poland’s men were imprisoned, per- 
secuted and shot. Poland had previously been partitioned in 1772 She was, 
however, still the third largest nation in Europe when it decided to pass a 
constitution recognizing the equality of all man. 

Although Poland is one of the world’s foremost Catholic nations, it has 
been famous for its refuge to the oppressed This nation has been the 
bulwark of Christianity and repellant of its enemies. 

Poland has been referred to as the “Knight among nations”. Its im- 
maculate moral and idealogical record give her the undeniable right to 
Christian justice and recognition for her great sacrifice made for the cause 
of Christianity. 

Poles consider it an insult to be called communist just because it is under 
the iron hand of Russia; nor do they believe in fascism, nazism of any other 
enslavement. 

Former Congressman Foster Furcolo, in his book “Rendezvous at Katyn” 
related the tragic death of some 14,500 Polish prisoners of war, mostly of- 
ficers, in the suppressed Katyn forest massacre of 1940 by the Soviet secret 
police. 

Since this happened in spring time, Poles are commemorating this bizarre 
event along w-ith the Polish Constitution here in the United States It is fitting 
that U.S. Congress passed in 1959 Public Law' 86-90 w hich states as follows: 

“The enslavement of a great part of the world’s population by the Com- 
munist imperialism makes a mockery of the idea of peaceful co-existence 
between nations ..and constitutes a detriment to the natural bonds of un- 
derstanding between the people of the United States and other peoples. 

Since 1918, the aggressive policies of Russian communism have resulted in 
the creation of a vast empire that imposes a dire threat to the security of the 
U S A . and all free peoples in the world.

'Super Sewer' 
no dream

When some politicians and city administrators connected the two 
words “Super Sewer” in these parts a couple of years ago most 
labeled the proposed project a “fantasy.” The astronomical costs 
for such a sewer system, people figured, would torpedo the project 
before the idea got out of the dialogue stage 

But it seems that even fantasies can be fulfilled; even dreams 
can come true if people can prove that there is a realistic need for 
it. 

And now “Super Sewer” has passed its second test. U.S. Senator 
Carl Levin's staff has been on the telephone informing the com- 
munities involved that “Step II of Super Sewer” has been ap- 
proved 

Patricia Cullin, supervisor of Van Buren Township, was one of 
the score of city and township administrators who were the 
recipients of such calls. 

“We were notified by Levin’s office,” said Mrs Cullin, “that 
monies in the amount of S4. 859, 550 were approved for the second 
step of the Super Sewer project And because of this, it will provide 
the township w ith the capacity for all future growth. ’ 

For the uninformed. Super Sewer is a network of sew r er systems 
w ith a main interceptor The communities that w ill be serviced by 
the system are Canton. Van Buren, Sumpter, Huron Townships, 
along with Belleville. Romulus, Flat Rock, Rockwood. South 
Rockwood. Brownstown, Woodhaven. Gibraltar and three town- 
ships in Oakland County. 

The communities involved have documented their pollution 
problems and the need for the system and waste treatment plant 
Step I in all of this was the facility planning. 

When will construction get underway? 

A spokesman for Senator Levin in Washington said that he didn’t 
know' what timetable was involved. 

But Mrs. Cullin said that one key factor in all of this “is that from 
all the information we have received the money will help employ 
2,000 construction workers for a period of two years, and also that 
all products used in the work will have to be manufactured in 
Michigan. 

“According to our telephone conservation with Levin's people,” 

Mrs. Cullin continued, “Congress has approved monies for con- 
struction of the sewer from Joy Road, south, and they are studying 
extending it north of Joy Road. The sum total of both the south and 
north projects will be about $218 million. 

“They expect that when it’s completed the sewer plant could 
possibly handle and treat more than 49 million gallons of waste per 
day.” 

And, although we re not in a position to see the candy-like smiles 
on all of the faces who received those calls from Levin’s office, 
we’re sure they’re more than pleased with the latest developments 
out of Washington. 

The final script isn’t wTitten But it will say that communities 
working together can accomplish more than a community on its 
own.

EDITOR: As a postal worker 
for over 12 years and on behalf of 
other federal workers. ! wish to 
oomment in regards to your guest 
editorial of 4-16-80. by Richard 
leshier. 

May I take this opportunity to 
mention a few facts about the 
tederal retirement system. In 
reference to the amount of money 
an average retiree would make 
While it is true that the cost of 
living has been maintained in our 
retirement system. Mr Leshier 
is playing the common game of 
figures. First, it seems logical 
that if the inflation rate continues 
at the present level, in 20 years 
all wages and benefits would go 
up The “mind-boggling'* figure 
of SI.V2.800 would seem small 
compared to the wage of the auto 
worker of $132. 00-hour, which is 
$270,552 a year!!! If the auto 
workers would need over $279,552 
a year to keep up with inflation, 
the mind boggling'* $152,800 
isn't so “mind-boggling” after 
all 

Fact number two is that all 
federal employees have been 
paying at least 6 percent of their 
income now and back in the 60s 
when, if I might point out, social 
security was only charging 3.5 
percent of the first $7,500. You 
see. we have been paying a 
higher percentage longer than 
social security Now that social 
security is going broke, the 
government wants to take our 
money which we put in all these 
years to pay for their 
mismanagement and inefficient 
social security system Also, you 
have people receiving social 
security who have paid very little 
or none at all into it. Our 
retirement system is based on the 
tact that “you put nothing in, you 
take nothing out.” 

Fact number three: While it is 
true we pay no social security 
tax. it is also true that we pay 
income tax on all the retirement 
benefits we receive after 
deducting what we paid into it. 


Based on the $152,800 figure, we 
would pay an average of $80,040 
i $73, 144 in federal and $(>.900 in 
state » in income tax based on the 
present rates Therefore we 
would pay back over $80,000 to 
the government and receive only 
$72,800 However, a person 
receiving social security would 
pay $0 00 in taxes 

In closing. Mr. Leshier, may I 
recommend that the next time 
you pass on information to the 
people and the press; that you 
give complete and accurate in- 
formation instead of half-truths 
We get too many half-truths from 
our politicians.

response 


HDITOH : So you think the 
general feeling of teachers is. 
‘What’s in it for me ” That it’s 
just one more place to provide 
career opportunities for ad- 
ministrators and teachers! Oh. 
boy. let me set you people 
straight! 

A junior high school teacher, 
having six classes of 30 pupils has 
a responsibility of about 150 
pupils a day’ Show me where a 
foreman, supervisor, manager, is 
directly responsible for that 
many people 

In the primary grades the 
teacher represents a father- 
mother image to those 25-30 
youngsters. They rely, have an 
attachment almost to the point of 
doting, how often have you heard 
your youngster say, “But MY 
teacher says.” 

An office worker can show up 
at work, not feeling up to even 50 
percent capacity and hc-she may 
endeavor to appear performing, 
but not the teacher Those kids 
depend on him He’s in there 
mollifying, appeasing, placating, 
and teaching He can’t afford to 
not operate at full capacity, too 
much depends on him 

This thing about 12 months pay 
for 10 months work Don’t 
penalize the teacher for the 
SYSTEM that says “In the 
middle of June, we don’t want 
you around here, for a while, but 
don’t forget, you signed a con- 
tract to be back here during the 
month ot August (unless giving a 
3(>-day notice! 

What factory worker is 
required to do that? He is laid off, 
and after a week’s waiting 
period, draws 95 percent of his 
pay! 

And for as long as a year, and 
in the meantime, he may look for 
another job more suitable to his 
liking, but a teacher is captive to 
the SYSTEM YOU change the 
system. The teacher is willing to 
work year around The average 
worker gets four weeks vacation. 


with pay, plus time off for 
holidays. week between 
t’hristmas and New Years, with 
pay. compensatory time off, 
birthday off. think about it, and 
set* how f it balances out with that 
teacher’s 10 month’s work, 
(incidentally, what is the teacher 
to do. hibernate those 2 months?) 

lx*t a factory worker, or other 
kind, work past his eight hours 
and immediately he is entitled to 
overtime pay. 

/\n average teacher puts in 10 
hours every day, carrying papers 
home for correcting, a must ; how 
about parent-teacher con- 
sultations, and the other 
curricular activities that are part 
of the position (On teacher s own 
time, of course). 

An average person may enter 
the labor market immediately 
after graduating from high 
school, the teacher must wait 5-6 
years before entering that labor 
market (before he is certified as 
a teacher) and it's a struggle now' 
to catch up in that earning 
capacity. 

So I ask. “Why do you teach 
then, why don t you get another 
kind of job? All this hassle with 
negotia lions, strike threats, etc 
“Because I like my job, being 
around children, teaching them, 
watching them develop and grow 
I like to teach, if only we could get 
equitable pay” 

I gleaned all this as a mother, 
grandmother, aunt, sister, and 
friend of teachers

I called the Friend of the Court to 
get help and he said nothing can be 
done for three days to prove it was 
really kidnapping Today, two days 
later I come to find out my ex- 
husband is in Texas with our son. 

The idea of this absolutely is 
driving me crazy. A social worker 
told me my husband is psychotic. We 
were divorced because he beat me 
frequently and was cruel and mean 
to the kids. He talks gutter language 
to them and is not consistent One 
minute he loves them up and the 
next he swears at them and throws 
things I am afraid for my son and 
the damage being done to him I am 
so afraid I w ill never see him again. 

I have been trying so hard to make 
a decent life for the kids and me. I 
am going to school to be trained to 
work I’m almost done with my 
classes. I’ve been in (and still am in) 
counseling to help myself deal wdth 
life and how I stayed married for so 
many years under such terrible 
conditions. 

The Friend of the Court is trying to 
help. 

I wrote this letter to you because 
maybe you can think of something 
that might help me deal with the 
hate I now feel for my ex-husband I 
know it is wrong to hate but I can’t 
x help it. 

HELP 

DEAR HELP. 

Of course it’s wrong to hate, but 
some people do seem to beg for it. 
However, the feeling of hate is far 
more likely to destroy the possessor 
of the feeling than the one it is 
directed toward. 


Stay in therapy where you can 
express your feelings without fear of 
reprisal. Don’t try to keep your 
feelings bottled up but try to get 
them out because holding them in 
just helps them fester and destroy 
you 

You need a clear head in order to 
get your son back and counseling 
and prayer can certainly help. 
Maybe all our readers will help and 
say a prayer for you, too

It’s not that easy, dear. (Regard- 
less of what some of the authors of 
the flood of self-help books would 
have us believe).

Energy exists in many forms and 
our use of the various forms has 
changed. , 

Primitive humans used food as an 
energy source. The body converted 
the food into energy so that humans 
could do work. The food energy 
'"abled primitive humans to gather 
n ..... nuts, and to stalk game. It 
also provided the body’s energy for 
fashioning shelter, producing off- 
spring and defending themselves. 
Primitive humans did not know that 
food contained energy: they knew 
that they had to eat food in order to 
perform daily chores. They did not 
tave modern machines to do the 
daily chores for them 

Modern humans also eat food in 
order that they may have the energy' 
to perform daily chores However, 
they have modern machines to 
assist them. By machines, it is 
meant buses, tractors, washing 
machines, sweepers, furnaces, 
water pumps, lathes, grinders, fossil 
fueled power generation plants, etc. 
The list is almost infinite. Modern 
humans, for the most part, don’t 
think of machines in terms of forms 
of energy. 

Machines use energy. They 
convert energy from one form to 
another. When we consider the 
energy our modern machines use, a 
surprising statistic emerges. 
Americans use about 2,000 food 
calories per day. 

One food calorie is about four 
British Thermal Units <BTU) of 
energy. The BTU is a common 
energy unit. While the definition of 
the BTU is not important for our 
discussion, it is defined as the 
amount of energy needed to raise 
one pound of water one degree 
Fahrenheit The BTU energy unit is 
used to make relative comparisons 
of amounts of energy. 


The daily diet of primitive humans 
contained 2,000 food calories or 8,000 
BTU’s of energy. Modern humans 
also eat about 8,000 BTU’s of food 
energy, but their machines have 
very large energy appetites. 

When the total energy con- 
sumption of Americans is averaged 
over the U.S. population, we find the 
average daily energy consumption 
is about $1,000,000 BTU’s per person 

The average daily American 
energy consumption is about 

1.000. 000 BTU as compared to 8,000 
BTU for the primitive human. The 
American has several machines 
which increase energy consumption, 
on the average, about one hundred 
times that of the primitive human; 
the primitive human had only one 
machine, namely, his body. 

I am sure that a poll of modern 
humans would show that few are 
willing to give up their machines. 
Humans have a history of using 
machines as well as an increasing 
dependence on them. If w r e define a 
machine as anything requiring 
energ) that humans use to perform 
work, then animals and slaves may 
be viewed as machines. 

Slaves and animals were used as 
early as 4000 BC By the time of the 
start of the Christian era, humans 
were heavily dependent on 
machines. The early Egyptians used 
thousands of slaves to build the 
pyramids. Animals were used for 
turning mills, plowing and pulling 
carts. 

Over 6,01)0 years ago, humans 
began to increase their energy 
consumption from the 8,000 BTU 
required for their diets. Slaves and 
animals also require food energy: 
the growth has been from 8,000 BTU 
some 6,000 years ago to about 

1.000. 000 BTU today. 

It is interesting to note that while 
energy dependence increased, shifts 
to new energy forms met with 
resistance. Early grain millers used 
slave and animal machines. When 
water powered machines became 
available, millers were reluctant to 
move their mills to sites where 
water power was available. Their 
reasons included considerable in- 
vestment deDendence udou an 
aqueduct, and disposing of slaves 
>nd animals. 

The aqueduct was not under their 
control and the millers were quick to 
note that dependence on a cen- 
tralized energy source, the 
aqueduct, was not without risk. 

The current resistence to shifting 
from oil and natural gas is not a 
unique event in history. It is similar 
to the aqueduct which represented a 
new form of energy and a new 
technology for the miller. 

Previous societies have also been 
dependent upon foreign energy 
sources. The potential disruption of 
Middle East oil and its effects on 
U.S. energy needs is historically 
familiar. Rome was dependent on 
aqueduct energy during the sixth 


century The aqueduct brought 
water to pow er the grain mills of the 
city The grain mills provided flour 
which was used in the city's bread 
A disruption in water flow could 
have shut down the mills and forced 
Rome to surrender The Barbarians 
destroyed the aqueduct in their seige 
of Rome in 536. The Romans 
responsed by mounting water 
wheels and mills on barges anchored 
in the Tiber River thereby saving 
the city 

Industrial societies may maintain 
a higher quality life but it is not 
without risks. Energy dependence 
has serious international im 
plications Nations that fail to 
develop energy policies to foster 
energy independence ignore the 
lessons of history. 

A national energy policy should 
facilitate the development of 
machines that use and-or produce 
the best energy forms. Criteria that 
may be used to determine best 
energy forms include, energy in- 
dependence, minimal en- 
vironmental impact, increased 
number of jobs, social acceptability 
and economic feasibility. 

There are many machines but the 
number of energy forms is limited to 
sev«m. The energy forms are 
potential, internal, chemical, 
kinetic, nuclear, electrical and 
radiant energy 

Machines use the seven energy 
forms and convert them to other 
energy form. Hydroelectric power 
generation plants convert potential 
energy of dammed waters into 
electrical energy The chemical 
energy in gasoline is used to move 
passengers; passengers traveling in 
an automobile have kinetic energy. 

An automobile is a machine or 
energy conversion device that 
converts some of the chemical 
energy in gasoline into passenger 
kinetic energy 

The nuclear e"nergy released in the 
fissioning or splitting of uranium 
atoms is used to produce steanTor 
internal energy in a nuclear reactor. 

A light bulb converts electrical 
energy into light or radiant energy'. 
The seven energy forms may be 
remembered using the acronvm 
PICK NEAR ENERGY; note that P 
stands for Potential energy. I for 
Internal. C for Chemical, K for 
Kinetic, N for Nuclear, E for 
Electrical. A for And, and R for 
Radiant ENERGY. 

The classification of energy into 
the seven energy forms is useful in 
making energy related decisions. 
TTte energy forms can be analyzed 
using the criteria for the best energy' 
forms. Decisions can then be made 
about the desirability of the energy 
forms before considering the 
machine or energy conversion 
device.

The energy' forms, PICK NEAR 
ENERGY, are also useful in 
presenting some basic laws about 
energy. One of them is that energy is 
neither created or destroyed, it just 
changes form 

If natural gas containing one 
million BTU’s of chemical energy is 
supplied to the fire box of an electric 
power generating plant a thorough 
analysis of the plant will produce an 
inventory of one million BTU’s. The 
chemical energy will be converted to 
electrical energy and heat (or in- 
ternal energy). About one third of 
the million BTU’s will be converted 
to electrical energy; the othei two 
thirds will be converted to heat 
going up the smoke stack or in the 
cooling water. 

In any case, none of the million 
BTU’s will disappear nor will ad- 
ditional energy be created. This 
basic energy law' leads us to the cold 
realization that we can not create 
energy to solve our energy problem. 

Scientists call this law the first law 
of thermodynamics or the law of 
conservation of energy 
Gamblers present it as an energy' 
game where you can’t win; the best 
you can do is to break even. 

Gamblers who hang around the 
energy game soon become quickly 
discouraged and refuse to play it. 
Ihe reason being the second law of 
thermodynamics. This law states 
that no conversion of energy from 
one form to another is one hundred 
percent efficient. 

We would like to convert all the 
energy in one form to another form 
with one hundred percent efficiency 


A light bulb is used to convert 
electrical energy to radiant or light 
energy. 

We would say it is one hundred 
percent efficient if the bulb converts 
all the electricity to light If all the 
electricity is not converted to light, 
then some of the energy is con- 
sidered to be w'asted 

A light bulb is purchased to 
produce light. If it produces other 
energy forms as well as light, the 
other energy forms are considered 
to be waste energy 

As a matter of fact, only five 
percent of the electric energy is 
converted to light by an in 
candescent light bulb, the other 95 


percent of the electricity is con 
verted to heat So, incandescent 
light bulbs are better electric 
heaters than sources of light! 

To our dismay, no energy con- 
version device is capable of con 
verting all the energy to useful 
energy There will always be waste 
energy. 

In the case of the electric power 
generation plant, only one third of 
the chemical energy is converted to 
useful electric energy; the other two 
thirds is converted to heat, a waste 
energy for an electric power 
generation plant The discouraged 
gambler in the energy game realizes 
that not only is it impossible to win. 


it isn’t possible to break even. The 
gambler will always lose 

The energy laws tell us that we ll 
never get free energy in a con- 
version process, in fact ‘we ll always 
lose some of it’ 

Humans have become attached to 
their machines Their machines 
have huge energy appetites which 
cause the humans to be vulnerable 
lo outside forces While the human 
attachment to machines is intensive, 
the energy laws show that the 
machine can not serve the human 
master as faithfully as the master 
would w ish 

Aren’t PICK NEAR machines 
losers? 


Why are crime 
victims 'punished?'

Bounded by Philadelphia and the Atlantic Ocean, Burlington Co., N.J 
embodies w'hat rural America once was and what it is becoming. 

Mount Holly — the county seat — is surrounded by rich farmland, two 
thriving military bases, and acres of pine forest. Unfortunately, with 
prosperity comes increasing crime, particularly sexual assault, family 
strife and violence. 

Here, George F McCarthy, 58, a former Army policeman, works in the 
oldest functioning courthouse in the United States. It’s right next door to the 
oldest jail 

Ironically, McCarthy is a victim-witness advocate, one of the newest 
professions in the criminal justice system. As his boss. County Prosecutor 
Cornelius P. Sullivan put it, McCarthy’s job is to “treat victims of crime like 
human beings instead of just pieces of evidence. ’ ’ 

For in a system like ours — dedicated to the idea that a defendant is in- 
nocent until proven guilty — there are more services offered to criminals 
than there are for victims of crime 

Burlington’s four-year-old program is one of 700 created with federal 
grants from the Law Enforcement Assistance Administration < LEAA) of the 
U.S. Department of Justice. And though advocacy is just one of its 
programs. LEAA considers it “top priority.” 

Ironically, creation of similar projects in other parts of the country are 
unlikely. Congress and the Carter Administration has called for demise of 
LEAA during the present round of budget cuts. And this, only shortly after 
Congress appropriated an additional $500 million to continue this work for 
four more years. 

The agency provides only “seed money” and technical assistance, yet 
these services have proven so valuable most localities have continued them 
w ith their own funds. In Burlington for example. McCarthy’s $36,000 budget 
is the smallest item in the prosecutor’s $1.1 million budget. 

But to the people of Burlington. George McCarthy is not just another cop 
from the prosecutor’s office. It’s no wonder. After 22 years in this hamlet, 
he s one of their ow r n. Thousands of people have come to look for — even 
depend on — his assistance in times of trouble. 

Dominick “Nicky” Gallucci Jr. is among the balding policeman’s clients. 
He is the 18-year-old son of a truck driver recently murdered by a 
professional killer The crime was allegedly arranged bv a wife and 
daughter to collect insurance money The three conspirators are now in 
prison 

“The son was helpless when his family broke-up, so we got him some 
counseling, arranged for death benefits and insurance. Then we encouraged 
him to finish high school and get a job,” McCarthy said 

“This instance w'as the most dramatic that’s come our way, and yet it’s 
typical Criminals are punished but the ones who suffer most are left behind 
to cope with high medical bills, property damage and a type of trauma 
marked by inability to cope — much less make arrangements for burial or 
give testimony in court,” he said 

Although district attorneys lack time or resources to deal with these 
human problems — advocates can help. They may simply tell witnesses 
when, where and how- to testify in court Or their services may include 
protection from intimidation, prompt return of stolen property, welfare 
assistance, physical and emotional care, transportation, help in getting time 
off from work, police training, crisis intervention and — if state law provides 
— restitution for loss 

Advocates say emotional suffering is their first concern 

“Take this letter on my desk,” the bespectacled McCarthy said Tt comes 
every three months from a young man who was beaten by burglars Well, the 
criminals are in prison now’, but they could be put on probation any time The 
young man w-ants to know when.”

actually had lost some of its buying power and 
strength The same could hold true for the muscles 
of your body. If not exercised routinely, they, too. 
will lose their strength and power 
For the last several decades, we in America have 
come to lead a life far more sedentarv than that of 



our ancestors Modern technology has given us 
easier and faster methods for accomplishing tasks, 
therefore, far less energy and use of muscle power 
is expended And the older we get, the less active we 
become The words physical fitness” and “aging” 
seem like contradictory terms 

But it doesn’t need to be this way. The youth of 
today do not have a monopoly on physical fitness. 
And. fortunately, more and more people are 
beginning to realize this Being physically active for 
as long as possible is vitally necessary to maintain 
mobility and independence Exercise and activity 
can maintain and improve balance, rhythm, 
coordination, endurance, strength, and flexibility — 
all of which inevitably deteriorate with age. 

Aging and longevity have become popular topics 
in recent years, and much research has been done 
in these areas In “Aging and Behavior,” published 
in 1978, Jack Botwinick, professor of psychology 
and director of the Aging and Development 
Program at Washington University, states: “The 
most obvious and most persistent findings in 
longevity research is the importance of good health 
and physical functioning In yet another study, one 
designed to understand more fully the problems of 
coronary heart disease, the role of activity was 
again very clear “. Sedentary males were more 
susceptible to lethal episodes of coronary heart 
disease than were physically active males." 

It is important to realize, however, that activity 
and exercise alone will not insure a longer life. Two 
other key factors are especially related to the 
maintenance of health and longevity — obesity and 
cigarette smoking Eating habits which minimize 
obesity, especially in the reduction of fat intake, are 
believed to increase life potential by decreasing the 
likelihood of arteriosclerosis and heart attack And 
there is little doubt that heavy cigarette smoking is 
associated with a variety of poor health conditions 


Congressman Ford meets students 
in WCCC's business communications 


Michael Whitty’s business com- 
munications course in the western 
w ing of Wayne Community College's 
Downriver Center April 10 had a 
distinctive aura 

The dapper gentleman standing at 
the rostrum was none other than 
Rep William D. Ford, US 
Congress, one of the prime movers 
in the establishment of the center in 
urn 

Dr. Whitty sat in the second row 
next to the windows and. as usual, 
asked the toughest questions. Also 
on hand was John Szewc, regional 
dean, and WCC Trustee James 
McCartney. 

The rest were students and an 
occasional visitor. 

Ford was there to explain H R 
"it Mo. proposed legislation which 
would make the closing of an in- 


dustrial plant or business establish- 
ment a national concern. The 
principal sponsor of the bill. Ford is 
concerned about the devastating 
effects of business closings on the 
social fabric of neighboring com- 
munities. whether in Michigan or 
elsewhere. 

“We feel it is the employer’s 
responsibility to let the community 
know when it is moving," he said, 
citing the closing of Gar Wood in 
Wayne, which several years ago 
created severe hardships on the 
work force. “This was due to the 
decision of a conglomorate, and the 
employees were taken completely 
by surprise.” 

The decision to close a plant “all 
loo often is made somew here else. A 
decision in West Germany could 
affect jobs here,” he said. 


In a Michigan congressional 
district which includes the east side 
of Detroit, he pointed out, as high as 
60 percent of black males under 26 
years of age are unemployed right 
now 

Rep Ford said that he is often 
portrayed in Southern states as 
being anti-business, but he insists 
others do not fully understand the 
realities of unemployment. 

“How can someone in Texas, for 
example — where there is 2 percent 
unemployment — understand our 
problems in Michigan, where we 
have 12 percent unemployment?” he 
asked 

Ford was quick to defend the 
American work force, yvhich in 
recent times has occasionally been 
portrayed as unproductive. 

“We are not a lazy people. Our

productivity and workmanship is 
just as good as anyone else’s," he 
said, and he included the Japanese 
and Europeans "We in Michigan 
are bleeding in a way others don’t 
understand." 

The proposed legislation will not 
impose restrictions on business, he 
explained 

Permission is not needed to close 
a plant The legislation says that if 
you're thinking about closing, let us 
know." 

H R 5040 would provide that if 15 
percent of the employees of an 
establishment will suffer an em- 
ployment loss as result of a transfer 
or closing, “an agent of the 
establishment must furnish the 
Secretary of Labor, the affected 
employees and the local government 
written notice of its intent not less 
than two years in advance of closing 
or transfer.

(This is one in a series of public service arlicles 
explaining, in general terms, a provision of 
Michigan Law. Individuals who wish to determine

Our highly industrialized society produces 
millions of tons of hazardous wastes each year 
Recognizing that proper handling of these wastes is 
critically important, the Michigan Legislature 
recently passed the comprehensive Hazardous 
Waste Management A,ct to control the tran- 
sportation and disposal of hazardous industrial 
garbage. 

With this law’. Michigan distinguishes itself as the 
first state in the country to deal specifically with the 
problem of designating sites for hazardous waste 
disposal facilities Each proposal for construction of 


a disposal facility must be approved by a 9-member 
site approval board, which is charged with the task 
of identifying and easing any local concerns that 
may arise regarding the proposed site. 

Local participation in the final determination 
concerning the site s construction is assured by the 
law's requirement that four of the board members 
be representatives from local government — two 
from the municipality and two from the county of 
the proposed site The remaining five members 
would be drawn from state universities and Ironi 
three state agencies. Local participants would 
serve only for the specific site involved 

The sitting board must conduct public hearings 
and consider all aspects of the construction 
proposal, including the risk and impact of possible 
accidents, contamination, explosions, en- 
vironmental impacts, maintaining consistency with 
local planning and existing development, and the 
concerns and objections of the local community. 

The act also calls for the formation of a state 


planning committee, consisting of representatives 
from the waste management industry, en- 
vironmental organizations, state officials and 
members of the general public. The committee will 
prepare a comprehensive state plan for managing 
hazardous w astes. 

The law’ addresses the problem of transporting 
hazardous waste By use of a manifest system, the 
Department of Natural Resources will track the 
course of hazardous waste as it is transported from 
its point of origin to an ultimate point of disposal, 
treatment or storage 

The new’ law further establishes a $20 million trust 
fund for long-term care of disposal facilities in 
addition to a $1 million service fund for immediate 
use in cleaning up environmental damage resulting 
from hazardous waste emergencies. 

A special hot line has been set up to assist the 
Department of Natural Resources in identifying 
hazardous chemical dump sites. Citizens with any

In fact. Taylor predicted that 
Michigan young people ( 16-19 years 
old i will have an unemployment 
rate of 23 5 percent during the year, 
more than double the state overall 
rate 

Defining the youth jobless rate 
further, he expects white youths will 
have an average jobless rate of 20 2 
percent for 1980 while the rate for 
non-white youths will be 2‘.» times 
higher at 50 6 percent 

* These jobless estimates are 
annual averages which means they 
will undoubtedly be much higher 
during the summer months when 
thousands of young people flood the 
>ob market looking for work,” 
Taylor said 

Regardless of how bleak the 
statistics may seem for young 
people. Taylor said there will be 
some jobs available for teen-agers 
and students 

'Young people who want jobs this 
summer w ill need real initiative and 
hard work to find them.” Taylor 
said “In other words, they can 
expect to try harder than ever 
before and to begin looking now.” 

Taylor, who directs the state's 
largest public employment service 
MESC's Job Service — has 
several tips to offer young people 
planning to enter the summer job 
market 

The first step for the young job 
seeker is to decide what talents or 
skills he or she has to offer an em- 
ployer. Taylor said Job seekers 
should think of what they have done, 
what they have learned and what 
they can do for an employer. 

They may want to talk over their 
job plans with a teacher or coun- 
selor. Taylor suggested. These 
people may know of job openings in 
the area and how the young person 
can best use his or her special 
qualifications. 

Job seekers also should prepare a 
list of things they will need for the 
job interview' The list would include 
a work record and references. The 
work record gives the names and 
addresses of any previous em- 
ployers or volunteer and school 
experiences. References can be 
teachers or adults who know- the 
young person and know’ what he or 
she can do 

To help job seekers prepare their 
background lists. Taylor said that 
MESC has available through its Job 
Service offices an ‘ Employment 
Information Reminder" card. The 
card, which is free of charge, has 
space for the names and addresses 
of the job seeker s previous em- 
ployers and references, as well as 
space for information about the job 
seeker.

Factories and stores 
will often place “help wanted” signs 
in their windows when they need 
employees. Taylor said In addition, 
local government units may have 
summer jobs for young people 
through Comprehensive Em- 


ployment and Training Ac! CETA) 
sponsored programs However, 
these programs do have certain 
income criteria 

Taylor said that some employers 
offer better employment potential 
for teen-agers during the summer 
Some of these high potential em- 
ployers would l>e camps, resorts, 
parks, playgrounds, amusement 
parks, nurseries, farms, retail 
stores, theaters, hotels hospitals 
and ice cream and soft drink 
companies 

Once a potential employer is 
lound. the interview becomes all 
important. and it becomes 
necessary to carefully prepare for 
that interview Taylor offered 
several lips in preparing for the job 
interview 

Learn about the employer's 
business Then the job seeker can 
show' how his or her abilities would 
fit m Company pamphlets, 
brochures and annual reports give 


information about the company. 

Take along a background 
history or resume with the names 
and addresses of past employers and 
personal references The job seeker 
should also carry his or her Social 
Security card These materials will 
help in completing the application 
form 

Dress conservatively Most 
employers are impressed by those 
who present a serious image 

lie on time and be alone First 
impressions are lasting Don’t bring 
friends or parents The employer is 
only interested in knowing the job 
applicant 

Be honest and brief when an- 
swering questions Job seekers 
should concentrate on their 
qualifications, not on personal 
matters 

Don’t become discouraged 
Jobs today are hard to find It may 
take one. two. three or more in- 
terviews before a job seeker lands a 


job A job seeker should think over 
each past interview'd, deciding what 
made a good impression and what 
could have been improved Each 
interview should make the job 
seeker better prepared for the next 
one 

Finally, if all job finding efforts 
turn up nothing. Taylor suggested 
that young people consider volun 
leer work at a hospital, nursing 
home, youth center, playground or 
other community service Not only 
is the work rewarding, he said, but 
the experience can help the young 
person find work next summer 

Taylor suggested that young 
people contact MESC’s Job Service 
lor several booklets that offer job 
finding tips and information These 
pamphlets are How To Find A 
Job." “21 Tips To Getting Em- 
ployment.' “A Beginner s Guide To 
work." and A Guide To Preparing 
A Resume "

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Housing market faces increased pressure in 1980s 


Hie housing market will face 
increased pressure in the 1980s to 
keep pace with a continuing high 
rate of new household formations, 
according to the Western Wayne 
Oakland County Board of Realtors 
(WWOCBR). 

“The Census Bureau reports that 
during the last decade the average 
household size dropped from 3.14 to 
2.78 persons,” said John J. Halser, 
WWOCBR president. “A major 


factor has been the growth in non- 
family households which consists of 
one resident or two or more 
unrelated persons.” 

He said the average annual in- 
crease in new households during the 
1970s was 1.5 million. Of the 77.3 
million U S. households last year, 
19.8 million, or about one in four, 
were maintained as non-family 
units A comparable figure in 1970 
was one in five.

“We expect to see this same 
pattern continuing,” Halser said, 
“with a growing number of singles, 
divorced people, widows and 
widowers maintaining their own 
residences. This will bring further 
changes not only in demand, but in 
the type of housing that will be 
required 

“With the current pace of new 
housing starts and an expected 
population growth of more than 2 
million a year, it will become in- 
creasingly difficult to meet housing 

The WWOCBR president said that 
between two million and 2.4 million 
new residential units will be 
required each year to meet in- 
creased demand and replace units 
razed or otherwise destroyed. 

“The threat of a housing shortage 
coupled with rising construction and 
land costs will continue to increase 


the value of most existing homes 
kept in good repair,” he said. “Many 
have more than doubled in value 
during the past 10 years. They may 
well sell for more than twice today’s 
prices in 1990 dollars.” 

Halser said this would be 
especially true of single-family 
detached homes, but noted that, 
based on current trends, the value of 

townhouses and condominiums will 
follow' the same path. 

“While the 1970s saw the average 
new home increase in size and in- 
clude more amenities, we believe 
there will be some reversal of this 
trend in the next few- years,” he said. 
“Greater emphasis will be placed on 
supplying smaller, more efficient 
homes that make better use of space 
and use less energy. 

“A growing shortage of land 
available for development and 
rising costs of improvement should 


mean more new homes being built 
on smaller lots and more cluster 
housing to hold down prices.” 

Halser noted that half of all wives 
are now working outside the home. 
By 1990, it is predicted that up to 70 
percent of the women in the 25 to 44 
age group will hold such jobs.

of Councilmen for the City shall automatically be increased to nine (9) and 
the added councilmen shall be elected at the next regular City election 
following said census and shall be compensated in the same manner as the 
other councilpersons, and as provided for in Section 6.2 hereof. 

3. Article 6, Section 6.3B 

The City Council shall, at it’s first meeting following each regular City 
election, elect one of it's members to serve as Chairman Pro Tern of the 
Council for a term expiring at the first Council meeting following the next 
regular City election, who shall preside over the meetings of the Council in 
the absence of the Chairman of the City Council, and in the event of a 
vacancy occurring in the office of the Chairman of the Council, or Chairman 
Pro Tern, the Council shall elect from it’s membership to fill such vacancy. 
The adoption of this section shall supercede any conflicting section of this 
Charter establishing terms of office for Elected Officials.

Sheriff's Department overtime may exceed *1 million 


Facing nearly $1 million in an- 
ticipated over time for the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department this 
fiscal year, members of the county’s 
Public Safety and Judiciary Com- 
mittee paid a visit to Sheriff William 
Incas last week in an attempt to 
tiring the problem under control, 
said Kdward K Michalski, com 
mittee chairman 

Michalski recommended that the 
committee spend two hours at the 
jail, where it might be able to get 
some ideas. 

Most of the committee members 
were aghast at the overtime figure 
with Commissioner Thomas 
Prcsnell (DWestland) asserting: “I 
ran t understand how- the depart- 
ment can be running three-quarters 
of a million dollars over budget It’s 
mbelieveable that they can spend 
that much: I've got a gut-feeling 
that its excessive absenteeism.” 

A new computor system that 
hopefully will monitor daily staffing 
of the jail complex, which is 
averaging more than $2,000 per day 
in overtime has not been completed. 
Iiut county fiscal advisor Edw’ard k. 
Bobowski commented: ‘I'm 

awaiting its completion, 
breathlessly. Based on $1,000 per 
officer, we re talking about 45 of- 
ficers every two weeks.' ’ 

James Kashid, commissioner 
from Mel v indale, agreed with 
Michalski that a trip to the jail was 
long overdue. 

Wo re talking about a $1 million 
in overtime. I can't believe that they 
can lx> that far off in anticipating 

daily staffing, it's important to get a 
handle on it as soon as possible ” 


“We’ve got to work with Sheriff 
Lucas,” commented Commissioner 
Loretta Young of Detroit He ob- 
viously has problems and I think by 

working with him can come up with 
some solid answers. 

• The county already has spent 
$368,000 in overtime this year and at 
the current rate will exceed $718,000 
— or more than twice the amount 
budgeted,” Bobowski pointed out

DUBB'S NOTEBOOK 



Nearly half of all U.S. households will have vegetable gardens this year, if the 
pollsters are on target. That’s 37 million households nationwide, and an 
estimated 1.5 million households in Michigan 

The value of vegetables produced in Michigan gardens probably will top $500 
million in 1980. That makes vegetable gardening one of the more valuable 
outdoor hobbies. 

The bad news is that about 10 percent of all vegetable gardens are likely to 
fail In Michigan, that means about 15,000 gardens will fail, because of poor site 
selection, weed or insect problems, bad weather, the gardener's lack of gar- 
dening know-how or whatever other causes. 

Michigan State University Extension horticulture specialist Lee Taylor 
suggests that gardeners can improve their chances of success with careful 
planning. Planning includes choosing a good garden site, appropriate crops and 
proven varieties, and getting together the equipment and acquiring the know- 
how to preserve or store the produce. 

“A family of four needs about 1,200 pounds of vegetables per year, or about 
100 pounds per month,” Taylor observed. “By growing, preserving and storing 
their own produce, a family can meet 75 to 90 percent of their vegetable needs. 
It would take considerable effort to reach this level of self-sufficiency, but it 
would be possible.” 

A good garden begins with a good site: level, well drained (water doesn t 
stand on it for long periods), on relatively high ground (to minimize late spring 
and early fall frost damage), fertile, and fairly free of perennial weeds and 
other plants that would compete with garden crops A good location receives 
full sunlight all day. it has a nearby source of water and it’s close to home. It is 
not necessarily a rectangle with long, straight rows. 

“Any plot of ground that meets the other criteria can be a garden spot. Taylor 
points out. “It can be a patch of ground by the back door, a flower bed in the side 
yard or a container on a balcony. Salad crops and herbs, especially mingle 
nicely with flowering annuals. Vining crops can be trained vertically on a fence 
or trellis. And tomatoes and peppers can be quite comfortable in containers.” 

The garden doesn’t have to be big In fact. Taylor cautions beginning gar- 
deners not to overestimate the size of garden they can care for Better to have a 
small successful garden than a large one that fails. 

If space around the house is limited, consider planting small, space-saving 
cropsat homeand raising largerones elsewhere A friend or relative with a big 
yard might provide space A community garden is another possibility 

Garden planning needs to start early with selection of crops and varieties. 
Most of the better vegetable varieties are available only through seed catalogs 
and must be ordered by mail Factors to consider when choosing crops and 
varieties include what your family likes, how much space you have to work with 
and how long your growing season is. 

When gardening space is limited, it’s generally recommended to concentrate 
on crops that produce a lot in a small space. These include tomatoes, peppers, 
edible-podded peas, leaf lettuce, beets, onions, bush summer squash, snap 
beans and spinach. Add cauliflower, broccoli. Brussels sprouts and cabbage to 
the list, if you’re willing to put some effort into insect pest control. Crops that 
take a lot of space to produce much include vining squash, potatoes, sweet corn, 
lima beans and garden peas. 

In most of Michigan in most years, sweet potatoes, peanuts and okra will not 
have time to produce a crop before they’re killed by frost, especially if they’re 
planted later than necessary. Certain varieties of other crops are better 
adapted than others to short-season parts of Michigan The County Cooperative 
Extension Service office has information on your growing season and suitable 
varieties 

Garden planning and variety selection also includes considering the intended 
use for a crop and when you want it to be ready for harvest. Certain varieties of 
beans and sweet corn, for instance, are better suited than others for freezing; 
some tomatoes are great for fresh eating, but not so good for canning or paste 

Select varieties well suited for their intended use and time their planting 
appropriately Plan several small sowings of leaf lettuce for summer salads If 
you want beans for fresh eating, plant a small amount every 10-14 days for a 
steady supply If you want a large quantity of beans for freezing, plant a lot at 
once so thev’re all ready together 

Taylor suggests making up a planting chart to assure that you have enough 
room for everything you want to plant and to help you organize your planting 
r^otes on planting depth and proper spacing between plants and rows, planting 
c£tes and other information will make the chart even more helpful 

If you keep the chart until garden planning time next year, you can use it to 
rotate crops This means planting so that closely related crops don't follow one 
another in the same spot year after year. Crop rotation, plus use of disease- 
resistant varieties, helps minimize plant disease problems in the garden 

The county Extension office has information on recommended varieties for 
Michigan — including a separate list of recommended varieties for the Upper 
Penninsula. There also are publications on general vegetable gardening, soil 
testing and food preservation The office is located in the county seat. Call or 
wTite today.

over It was idle over the winter 
months, too, and it may need repairs 
or adjustments. 

'Take the bike outside and try 
riding it in the driveway Make a list 
of obvious mechanical problems,” 
Neff said “Then look for loose or 
worn parts by twisting the saddle, 
spinning the wheels, lifting the bike 
a few inches and dropping it, 
twisting the cranks or pedals,' and 
applying Iho brakes hard while 
Irving to push the bike along.” 

You should also check for things 
like broken spokes, bent rims and 
flat tires If you find a major 
problem with your bike, Neff ad 
vises you to take it to a reliable bike 
shop for repairs. With some know- 
how and basic tools, you can make 
some simple repairs yourself. 

Proper fit is the key to enjoyable 
cycling If you have a closed frame 
bike, you should be able to straddle 



your bike with one inch or more 
clearance between you and the bar. 

If you have an open frame bicycle, 
you should be able to reach the 
pedals and handlebars while sitting 
in the saddle. 

“For a proper fit. put your heel on 
the pedal,” Neff said “When the 
pedal is at its Idwest position, your 
leg should be straight but not 

stretched.” 

Fitting your bike is a matter of 
raising or lowering the seat, which 
can he adjuted by loosening the bolt 
below the saddle Handlebars can be 
adjusted by loosening the bolt that 
connects them to the bike frame. 

Once your bike’s in good working 
order and properly fitted, start 
Ixiilding up your cycling endurance 
by taking short rides. 

“Most healthy people should be 
able lo start out riding 20 miles with 
little* problem.’’ Neff said. “The idea 
is lo gradually increase your 

stamina and skills. In a few weeks 
you should be able to notice the 
ixmefits of regular cycling exercise 
and be able to lengthen your rides.” 

Perhaps the best part about 
bicycling is that you can enjoy the 
scenery w hile you exercise off those 
extra inches. Pick routes that are 
scenic or interesting, and soon 
you’ll be enjoying Michigan’s warm 
weather and trimming down, to 
boot!

R Smith residence, or "Potato Chip 
Farm”, a Queen Anne style 16-room 
mansion at 10564 Teeumseh-Clinton 
Highway. 

Style: Queen Anne 
Built: 1879-80 

A dozen designers and decorators 
will work their magic on this 1980 
Designer House, bringing it back to 
the showplace it was when con- 
structed a century ago 

But first, the ravages of time must 
be erased This is the job Curtis and 
Irene Isom took upon themselves 
when they purchased the home in 
1978 Their months of hard work will 
provide a magnificent background 
for the decorating and furnishing to 


be provided by professionals from 
many Southeastern Michigan 
communities. 

Builder Edwin R. Smith was a 
prosperous Clinton businessman and 
land owner. Among his crops w r ere 
corn and hops, used in his own 
distillery and brewery Historian 
Clara Waldron notes 

“Using a formula that is said to 
have made good rye whiskey out of 
corn.’ he supplied the market at the 
rate of $1 per gallon, or 75 cents if a 
jug were furnished.” 

Imposition of a excise lax 
convinced Smith to leave the 
business, and his equipment and 
formula went to a Detroit, later 
Windsor, Canada, businessman and 
distillery founder named Hiram 
Walker. 

A Smith daughter’s wedding 
brought a merger with the Kimball 
family of Clinton, still remembered 
in the Smilh-Kimball Community 
Center, a Clinton landmark 

Several owners of the surrounding 
lands later concentrated on potato 
growing, including the firm 
producing Kuehmann Potato Chips. 
Thus in recent years it has been 
known as the "potatochip farm.” 

Style: Modified Greek Revival 
Built: ca. 1840 

Elisha and Elijah Anderson, 
master craftsmen who built many of 
Tecumseh’s finest homes, erected 
two of their best facing each other 
across Chicago Blvd Elisha’s w r as 
built for Dr Increase S Hamilton, a 
popular physician and surgeon. 
Elijah Anderson’s house was later 
purchased by another prominent 
settler, his business partner, Horace 
Brewer 

The neighbors soon found their 
families linked by marriage, with 
the wedding of Harriet Hamilton, 
the doctor’s daughter, and Albert 
Brewer, the f oundry owner’s son 

The Hamilton house is making its 
second appearance on the 
Promenade tour, but with many 
interior changes. Former owners 
James and Judy Vanzo had applied 


paneling to the interior walls and 
decorated in Early American style 
Along with other changes. Richard 
and Betty Tompkins have removed 
the paneling and now have a tex- 
tured plaster backdrop to their 
eclectic collection of antique fur- 
niture 

Original decor in the home in- 


cludes the nineteen panel doors on 
the first Moor, each with unique 
design and solid brass knobs, and 
the dining room beams and plate 
rail. 

Among the unusual furnishings 
are a player piano from Mr 
Thompkins’ grandparents, an old 
square grand piano and a pump 


organ This is part of Mrs Tom- 
pkins collection of musical in- 
struments 

Most unusual is a 1800’s barber - or 
dentist - chair which Betty has re- 
upholstered Its base is supported b\ 
carved wooden dolphins The 
grandfather clock in the living room 
was made by her great great- 
grandfather

If you have a bedwetter in your home, I strongly urge you to take 
steps at once to end it. The correction of bedwetting is an im- 
portant mental health aid. It is very harmful to the child, 
distressing to the parents and can lead to very serious compli- 
cations later on in life. Don't be blind to this problem no matter 
what you have been told by anyone else. Do something about 

it and do it now. , . ^ _

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Belleville s Jack Frost 


Lively tap dancer-juggler stays trim at 78

Neither Mother Nature nor Father Time 
seems to have any effect on Belleville’s 
version of Jack Frost 

This spry, 78-year-old Jack Frost doesn’t 
look a day over 65, has the mental 
awareness of a man half his age and still 
enjoys performing as a combination tap 
dancer-juggler. 

Whenever the mood strikes him Frost 
will soft-shoe to his favorite ragtime beat 
(“it’s good for the heart”) while 
simultaneously juggling three lacrosse 
balls (“that’s good for the eyes”). He 
credits his amazing coordination to an 
unemployed clown and a vegetarian school 
teacher. 

“1 was working on a ranch in Montana 
when a circus clown taught me how to 
juggle five balls at once,” Frost recalled, 
it was 1928 and he was out of work. Later 
I took tap dancing lessons and went on 
vaudeville. 

“It didn’t take too long before 1 knew 
that financially I'd starve as an en- 
tertainer.” he laughed “Dancing and 
juggling are good hobbies that keep 
boredom away now.” 

As for his excellent physical condition, 
this Indiana native credits proper nutrition 
and a lesson learned from a teacher more 
than 50 years ago. 

“She was a vegetarian — she hated junk 
food,” explained Frost, whose partial 
baldness and gray hair are the only out- 
ward signs of senior citizen status. “I’m 
almost a vegetarian. I stay away from 
grease, salt and white sugar. White bread 
too.” 

Frost admitted that fish sandwiches 
remain his lone concession to the fast-food 
world. Even then he carries along his own 
whole wheat bread to replace the standard 
bun 


Such dedication to proper nutrition (he 
doesn’t drink or smoke either) and his 
entertaining vaudeville hobby keep this 
warm-hearted Frost in the spotlight. Two 
years ago he won a trip to Las Vegas as 
first prize in a Gong Show-.

This month he is featured in an ad- 
vertisement promoting a child’s cycle for 
a department store in Parents Magazine 
However, that will probably mark the 
beginning and end of his modeling career. 

“The business world thinks seniors are 
broke or broke down,” Frost declared 
“I’m not broke, but I’m a little bent. 
Everything is geared to those 18 to 39 and 
that bothers me.” 

“I know seniors who have enough money 
to go to Florida every winter . ” 

Relaxing in the modest Belleville home 
he shares with wife, Launa, Frost is quick 
to switch to a more pleasant subject. 

“Social Security is one of the greatest 
things in the world,” he said emphatically. 
“It gives us dignity — the people at the 
Inkster office treat my w ife ( who is legally 
half blind > with courtesy. 

“I’ve been lucky The 21 years I worked 
for General Motors loading furnaces were 
A-OK ” 

So A-OK, in fact, that Frost gave up tap 
dancing and juggling from 1946 until his 
retirement in 1968. Today he’s back in 
vaudeville form, sometimes entertaining 
his fellow ? members at the Wayne- 
Westland Arts Council. 

Other spare hours are spent walking, 
reading and following a variety of talk 
shows. With plenty of exuberance. 

This is one Frost that shows no signs of 
thawing.

Ford Lake is quality site

For fishermen, warm weather just 
naturally conjures up visions of leaping 
bass, cold, northern lakes, jumping trout 
and a skillet full of bluegills. 

But let’s face it — this year, some of us 
may not be able to afford to travel north 
to enjoy fishing, what with gasoline 
prices being what they are We may have 
to look closer to home for waters in which 
to wet our lines. 

Anglers in western Wayne and eastern 
Washtenaw counties need look no further 
than Ford Lake for quality fishing close 
to home. 

Normally, I would have included 
Belleville Lake on this list, but extensive 
repairs on the dam have threatened to 
keep the water level 16 feet below normal 
for most of the summer. You won't even 
be able to launch a boat on Belleville 
Lake until much later in the year. 

However, normal conditions prevail on 
Ford Lake. These normal conditions 
include some pretty good fishing for such 
species as smailmouth bass, tiger 
muskies, walleyes, catfish, largemouth 
bass and a host of panfish 

No matter what time of year, bass and 
muskies in Ford Lake seem to inhabit the 
brush and fallen timber along the 
shorelines. Early in the season, bass will 
spawn among the limbs and. during the 
summer, the fish seek safety and solitude 
in the heavy cover from the many water 
skiiers, power boats and pleasure craft 
on the lake. 

Casting into the cover with weedless 
lures such as Snagless Sallies, Timber 
King spoons, Johnson’s Silver Minnows 
and plastic worms can bring good results. 
It’s a good idea to jazz up the hard lures 
with a strip of pork rind to act as an 
added enticement. It’s essential to use 
line no lighter than 12-pound test to guard 
against abrasion. 

Casting accuracy is a must. Do not cast 
indiscriminately. Aim for a particular 
fishy-looking spot such as an overhanging 
limb, stump or log, and allow your lure to 
sink to the botton on a tight line alongside 
the cover. Then slowly crawl the lure 
back to the boat. 

For a period of two to three weeks in 
the late spring and early summer, the 
bass will leave their shoreline haunts in 
search of baby bullheads. The bullheads 
travel around the lake in tight schools 
and resemble dark clouds in the water. 
They are easily spotted, and it’s not 
unusual to see bass busting through these 
schools, gorging themselves on the im-

mature fish. I’ve caught bass at this time, 
got them into the boat and, as I worked to 
remove the hook from its jaw, three or 
four bullheads would pop out of their 
gullets. 

Swimming a 'a -ounce black jig will 
take a lot of bass after the bullheads have 
spawned out. 

According to a netting survey con- 
ducted on Ford Lake last September by 
the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources, walleyes are the predominant 
species in Ford Lake. However, due to 
the popularity of bass and tiger muskies, 
the walleye is often overlooked 

Ford Lake walleyes show a definite 
preference for crankbaits. My favorite 
method for walleyes is to keep my boat 
positioned in 16 to 20 feet of water and 
cast towards rockev areas on the shore 
with a deep-running lure. Yellow, 
crawfish, or snad-colored plugs, coupled 
with an erratic retrieve, seem to work 
best. 

Do yourself and your poeketbook a 
favor this year. Instead of spending a 
small fortune for a northerly fishing 
excursion, see what Ford Lake has to 
offer. I don't think you’ll be disappointed. 



Inland fishing is now in full swing 
throughout the southern portion of 
"Michigan. Stony Creek and its tributaries 
are now hosting sucker runs. 

Good crappie fishing is being reported 
from such Washtenaw County lakes as 
Pleasant, Columbia. Four Mile, Whit- 
more and Independence, and Papermill 
Pond. Try casting 1-32- to l-16-ounce 
white or black maribou jigs in water 
eight to 12 feet deep

Season Two of “The Shake- 
speare Plays” draws to a 
close May 7 with the PBS 
presentation of the Bard's 
final, fanciful comedy. “The 
Tempest.” Although the light 
spirit of “The Tempest” is a 
departure from the history 
plays that preceded it, the 
characters of all the season s 
plays shared one “common” 
bond — royalty The head that

Local recreation centers promote creative leisure

Lewis Jackson. Inkster’s parks and recreation 
director, was more than happy to show' off his city’s 
recreation complex. 

And with good reason. 

Inkster’s facilities rank with any in the state if not 
Ihecountry and its complex on Middiebelt served as 
a model for the $2.5 million center in Westland. The 
city has captured two national recreation awards in 
recent years as a further tribute to its parks and 
recreation resources. 

Soil was no surprise to find Jackson very eager to 
give a visitor a personal tour of Inkster’s showpiece 
recently 

First the gymnasium, a more modern and fuc- 
tional area than most schools possess. 

Then the numerous meeting and games rooms, 
the outdoor lighted pool and tennis courts. Next the 
racquet ball courts, exercise room and locker 
facilities including saunas. 

Finally, a huge banquet room with kitchen and an 
arts and crafts center. Each place meticulously 
well kept despite plenty of traffic. 

’Everyone on our staff takes a lot of pride in this 
building,” declared Jackson, a former New' York 
Jets defensive back. “You won’t find any writing on 
the walls or dirt on the floors. 

’We don’t even allow kids to come in here off the 
streets with their tennis shoes on,” he added. "We 
want them to change once they’re inside 


"Upkeep of the facility is of primary importance 
to us. The programs are secondary— they w ill take 
care of themselves if the building is looked after ” 

Anyone who has not seen the Inkster complex or 
the similar Melvin Bailey Recreation Center on 
Ford Road in Westland is missing quite a treat 
Both facilities offer more leisure opportunities than 
any private club 

"No one facility can compare in terms of variety 
of activities available,” noted Charles Pickering. 
Westland’s deputy recreation director. 

Although not quite as extensive, the Wayne 
Community Center provides another quality 
municipal recreation outlet. 

Among the highlights are the racquetball courts 
and health club, complete with exercise room, 
saunas and whirlpools. An outdoor pool and an ice 
rink lead to other recreational endeavors. 

Romulus, Belleville, Canton, Van Buren and 
Sumpter Townships use various school facilities 
for their parks and recreation programs. While 
lacking a central location for all activities, these 
communities still offer something for everybody in 
the way of spare time fun. 

"People like to be creative in their leisure time,” 
remarked Victor Chiasson, leisure services coor- 
dinator in Wayne. "Their jobs are often routine and 
they need a diversion.”
